The  houses  taken  over  by  the  extension  of  the  Area  are  gradually  being  supplied  with  the 
Urban  Water.

A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Hayhurst  Avenue  to  accommodate  40  new  Council  Houses. 

All  sewers  have  been  kept  in  good  working  order  and  clean,  there  have  been  no  stoppage 
on  the  main  sewers  during  the  Year.

The  works  continue  to  cause  trouble  through  subsidence  and  some  delay  over  Financial 
matters  seems  to  have  occurred  with  regard  to  the  new  scheme.

Nightsoil  is  collected  by  the  Council’s  Labourers  with  hired  Team  Labour,  and  disposed  of 
to  a  Market  Gardener  in  approved  tips  covered  with  rough  peat  moss  and  allowed  to  decay. 

No  nightsoil  is  allowed  to  be  spread  direct  on  to  any  land. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  during  the  year  from  this  tip.

During  the  Year  the  Council  gave  an  Ash  Bin  to  Owners  who  would  do  away  with  the 
Covered  Ash  Pits  at  their  property,  a  number  of  them  took  advantage  of  the  offer  resulting  in  108 
Ash  Bins  being  supplied. 
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Disposal. 

All  house  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  Council’s  private  tip,  in  Booth  Lane,  and  disposed  of  under 
Controlled  Tipping  Method. 

A  plague  of  Crickets  got  into  the  tip  during  the  Summer  and  caused  considerable  trouble, 
all  faces  of  the  tip  were  sealed  with  12  ins.  of  soil  well  rammed  down  and  the  Crickets  quickly 
died  down  and  no  further  work  was  necessary. 

The  Crickets  also  affected  a  number  of  Houses  near  the  tip,  but  on  report  a  man  was  at 
once  sent  to  spray  the  house  with  Zaldicide  and  kept  the  house  under  supervision  for  a  time  and  the 
plague  was  kept  under  and  quickly  subsided. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  from  this  tip  otherwise.

It  is  to  be  noted  that  Diphtheria  is  singularly  absent,  the  last  case  being  notified  on  17th 
July,  1933.
